Dear Mr. CSmlrtoan: 


X wish to bring to your attention certain problems with 
which this Agency would be faced if any of the eurr®it pro- 
posals regarding restrictions on the* accumulation of annual 
leave are put into effect. The most recant of these is the 
proposed Section 1112 of H.d. 7786, a BUI making appropria- 
tions for the support of the Government for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1951. 


The general tenor of these proposals is that federal 
employees will not be allowed to accrue annual lesve from 
year to year, but will be forced to utilize their leave in 
the year in which it accrues. Section 5(a)(3)(A) of the 
Central Intelligence Agency Act of 1949 (Public Law 110, 
8lst Congress) provides that this Agency shall — 


“Order to the bhlted States or Its Territories 
and possessions on leave provided for in 5 U.3.C. 30, 
30&, 30b, or as such sections may hereafter be amended, 
every officer and employee of the agency who was a 
resident of the Ohited States or its Territories and 
possessions at time of employment, upon completion 
of two years 1 continuous service abroad, or as soon 
as possible thereafter: Provided, That such officer 
or euplqyee has accrued to his credit at the time of* 
such order, annual leave sufficient to cany him in 
a pay status while in the Chi ted States for at least 
a thirty -day period.” 


If present proposals as to accumulation of” leave are _ 
Into effect, it would b© impossible for our overseas personnel 
to accrue thirty days annual leave over a period of two years. 
If this Section of our Act were amended to read twunty-aix 
days, or some comparable figure in the light of current pro- 
posals, all of this leave would have to be accumulated 
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the eag&oyee ' s second year abroad, leaving hint no leeway for 
emergency leave or any leave other than ham leave during 
the second year. In fact, such home leave would probably 
hove to he taken In his third year of overseas duty, fhe 
reasons which led to the passage of Section 5(a)(5)(A) shove 
would he negated by current proposals . 


In addition to the problem outlined above, this Agency 
has a special problem in connection, with its departmental 
personnel. As you know, all of our work li.es in the field 
of foreign intelligenoe, and many of our personnel are highly 
specialised In particular countries or areas abroad. As part 
of their background, assay of our personnel have taken, or 
eanteamlate taking, extended trips to the areas of their 
specialties, at tmir own expense. To this end many of our 
personnel are acmsaulating leave, or plan to accuaaur.te 
leave, over a period of two or three years so that they can 
make protracted trips abroad of sixty days or more. Tnis 
would he impossible if current proposals and restrictions 
regarding leave aro enacted, as very few persons could afford 
the personal expense of m overseas trip lasting a mere 
twenty-six days including travel tins. 

For the above reasons, and because of the very special 
nature of the work in which this Agency is engaged. It Is 
our request that the Central Intelligence Agency hi. speci- 
fically exempted fro® any proposed limitations cm the 
accrual of leave.
